200 Ex-Letter men Expected For Homecoming 


About 200 ex-lettermen and their wives are an 
ticipated for homecoming Saturday, Nov. 2, ac¬ 
cording to reports from Woody Tunnell, secretary 
of the Ex-Lettermen Association. 

Tunnell said response on all invitation cards 
mailed to ex-lettermen had been good so far, but 
he said many addresses were unavailable. He es¬ 
timated around 500 ex-lettermen, if they all could 
be contacted. 

President of the Association, Van Sanford, said 
the half day Saturday would be crowded with ex- 
lettermen’s activities. Registration begins at 12 
noon and runs until 4 p.m. A parade, featuring 
the Apache Belles and Band, begins at 4 o’clock. 
Dinner and a business meeting are scheduled at 6 


o’clock. A dance will follow the Apache-University 
of Houston Freshman game. 

Registration, the dinner and business meeting, 
and the dance will be held in the new Tom Tom 
Room at the Teepee. 

This homecoming will be in honor of the 1947 
athletes. Tunnell said the ’47 team was chosen be¬ 
cause it was Coach Floyd Wagstaff’s first football 
team at TJC. 

Eleven-man football was also reinstated that 
year. TJC had had several six-man teams and did 
have one squad of 11-man but it was not until 
1947 that Tyler Junior College football became of 
age. 

The ’47 team finished the season with nine wins 


and no defeats. 

In post-season games, they hosted Compton 
Junior College of Compton, Calif., in the national 
playoffs at Rose Stadium. Compton edged Tyley 
20-19 to hand the Aoaches their first defeat of the 
year and of the football career of TJC. 

Three honorary lettermen will be recognized at 
the dinner. Honorary members are chosen because 
of their interest in TJC athletics. Tunnell said. 

Honorary members named in the oast are Brady 
Gentry and the late O. J. Bruce. Both were named 
two years ago. 

Tunnell welcomed all ex-lettermen from 1926 
on. He said some might hear of homecoming whose 
addresses were unavailable to the association.

Local Students Believe 
U. N. Should Improve 


Although the United Nations has 
been in existence about 12 years, 
it is still a controversial issue. The 
general opinion of TJC govern¬ 
ment students on the matter seems 
to be that most of them approve 
of its organization but feel more 
should be done in improving it. 

Hal Ford Smith: ‘‘The United 
Nations could possibly be the 
greatest instrument of peace the 
world has ever known. But this 
is only possible if the nations in 
it will give it the power and re¬ 
spect that it needs and . must have 
to be useful.” 

Benton Hardin: “The UN is not 
a guarantee of peace, it is only a 
step in the right direction.” 

Larry Corley: “The organization 
will never be thought a lot of until 
it settles some hot dispute or post¬ 
pones a world war or something 
like that.” 

Joe Cade: “I believe the average 
citizen is not interested enough in 
the UN.” 

Bob Hamilton: “To me all that 
it has been good for is to build 
a granite building for everyone to 
come and tour while visiting New 
York.” 

Mike Smith: “I approve of the 
UN as it is theorized but am very 
disappointed in its actions, or lack 
of actions.” 

Betty Pinkerton: “I believe that 
it has helped to promote a great 
deal of understanding among the 
nations of the world; but do not 


think that it has yet grown strong 
enough to make peace among its 
members when a bitter dispute 
arises.” 

Rick Mitchell; “In my opinion, 
the UN is the greatest definite 
move the nations have ever made 
toward peace. A forum of nations 
is absolutely essential.” 

Eula Pearl Davis: “In my opin¬ 
ion the United Nations is rather 
confused at this time.” 

Charles Pool: “I believe that the 
UN actually holds the world peace 
in balance. If it were not for the 
UN, our country would have been 
engaged in war more than twice.” 

Don Compton: “I think the UN 
is the strongest influence for world 
peace today, but I do not think it 
can accomplish its purpose to the 
extent that we would like, due to 
the fact that one country can hin¬ 
der the whole operation by its 
vote alone. I don’t think we should 
abandon it, however, because it 
does help in other things.” 

Larry Underwood: “The UN 
represents the things our fathers 
and their fathers before them 
fought so hard to achieve. I be¬ 
lieve we should be more aware of 
this fact and act more accordingly, 
trying to keep the United Nations 
in unity.” 

Donald Spence: “The unheard of 
activities are the ones which are 
doing more good than the ones that 
get most attention. The relief, ag¬ 
ricultural and other organizations 
are of great value.”

Counting of grade points is on 
this basis: A—3 points per semes¬ 
ter hour, B—2 points, C—1 point, 
and D no points. 

The grade point average is based 


on the sum of grade points divided 
by the number of semester hours 
carried.

Since the founding of Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege in 1926 ex-lettermen have been the only 
active exes organization in the school's his¬ 
tory. As a result, they have become home¬ 
coming. 

College homecomings bring school friends 
and alumni in closer relationships after grad¬ 
uation. So far, athletes are the only ex-stu¬ 
dents who take advantage of the opportunity 
to meet once again and recall callege life. 

Approximately 20 different campus or¬ 
ganizations now exist at TJC; most are 
formed with professional objectives in mind. 
Active exes clubs in these groups might 
easily make homecoming the social affair of 
the year. 

TJC cannot yet afford a separate office 
and personnel for ex-student activities as a 
Whole. If individual campus organizations 
could be responsible for their own exes club, 
homecoming could truly be called a homecom¬ 
ing. 

For example, if the engineering club with 
its members almost doubling that of the ath¬ 


letes could each year include homecoming in 
their on-campus activities, alumni attend¬ 
ance could double. 

The several other clubs on the campus like¬ 
wise have possibilities. The new Drafting 
Club is 53 members strong. The Tribesmen, 
Student NEA (formerly Future Teachers), 
and other organizations of similar size have 
the potential for active exes clubs. 

Journalism majors have formed no active 
campus professional club because of their 
size. Eight journalism majors are enrolled 
this year—an all-time high for the five years 
of TJC journalism—but hardly enough for 
an active club. 

The journalism exes are in the process of 
forming some kind of an organization, how¬ 
ever, and plan to be represented at next 
year's homecoming. 

Purpose of the club will be to keep ex-staff 
members in close contact and to encourage 
and help on-the-campus students interested 
in newspaper work, advertising, public, re¬ 
lations, and all other phases of journalism. 

Planning for exes clubs this year with 
joined forces of all organizations can make 
a real 1958 Homecoming. J. M.

Is The U. N. A Success? 


Conflicting arguments on the 
accomplishments of the United Na¬ 
tions will surely occur when its 
birthday is observed Oct. 24 na¬ 
tionally—in Tyler. 

Is it succeeding in its first de¬ 
fined purpose “to save succeeding 
generations from the scourge of 
war?” 

Look at its accomplishments for 
the past eleven years. 

Those who believe will offer 
this record: 

The U.N. General Assembly es¬ 
tablished a Balkan Sub-Commis¬ 
sion which resulted in Greece’s re¬ 
taining her political independence. 
Negotiations by the Good Offices 
Committee produced a settlement 
between the Netherlands and In¬ 
donesia which gave complete sov- 
erignty to Indonesia. 

The Berlin blockade was lifted 
after meetings between the repre¬ 
sentatives of the four powers 
through U.N. mediation. 

The Security Council adopted a 
resolution, two days after the 
North Koreans started their move 
across the thirty-eighth parallel, 
that military action was required 
in that area to keep the peace. 
Sixteen nations sent military as¬ 
sistance before the armistic was 
signed. For the first time in his¬ 
tory, a world organization for 
peace took military action to back 
up its demands for stopping ag¬ 
gression. 

It may be hard to see immediate 
results of negotiations such as in 
Korea. But the fact remains, an 
organization of nations working 
collectively under the flag of the 
United Nations has stopped ag¬ 
gression in hot spots of the cold 
war all over the world. 

Adverse criticism will come 
from those who expect a miracle. 

The United Nations is not a 
panacea for the troubles of the 
world. The United Nations is 
the hope of the world for peace 
and progressiveness through a 
federation of sovereign states. 
This end cannot be accomplished 
entirely by negotiations of force- 
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ful actions. It is augmented by 
the many specialized agencies of 
the U.N. These agencies strive 
constantly to promote peace 
through social, economic, and sci¬ 
entific aid to those countries need¬ 
ing it all over the world. 

Through this aid U.N. has con¬ 
tributed to a rise in the standard 
of living of many countries, en¬ 
abling them to carry on the peace 
aims of the organization. 

What of the future of the United 
Nations? 

The greatest single factor for the 
continuing success of the U.N. will 
not be found in its charter, in 
meetings of the General Assembly, 
or in past results. 

The success of the United Na¬ 
tions depends upon the amount of 
faith the people of the world have 
in its work. 

Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., United 
States representative to the U.N., 
said “public opinion polls show 
the majority of the American 
people support the idea of a 
United Nations.” 

A majority is not enough. 
American support and faith 
must by unanimous. N.W.

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Homecoming Is Also Tribute To Wagstaff 


Along with homecoming fes¬ 
tivities, when ex-lettermen pay 
tribute to the first squad of 
Apaches to play eleven-man 
football, they also pay tribute to 
Floyd Wagstaff in his first year 
as coach at TJC. 

Wagstaff, now athletic director 
and head football coach, began 
as basketball coach at TJC in 
1946. He managed to coach foot¬ 
ball the following year along 
with basketball. Ten years later 
finds him still head coach in 
both. 

He has 85 wins, 20 defeats and 


three ties in his 11 years of foot¬ 
ball at TJC. 

With such season records of 
11-0, 10-1, and 9-0, Wagstaff 
begins to assume a gloomy out¬ 
look any time his team drops 
three games in one season. 

*47 Team Had Perfect Record 

His first team (1947) finished 
the season with a perfect 10-0 
season, earning the right to meet 
Compton Junior College of 
Compton, Calif., in the Texas 
Rose Bowl at Tyler. 

Compton edged TJC, 20-19, to 
hand the tribe their first football 
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defeat. 

In 1954 Wagstaff was chosen 
as the Texas junior college 
coach of the year by the Texas 
Sports Writers Association. 

He received the award for a 
victory record covering eight 
years in basketball and seven 
years in football. Wagstaff had 
gone the first seven years in 
basketball without losing a con¬ 
ference game. 

Opened Career In Paxton 

He opened his coaching career 
at Paxton in 1936, after gradu¬ 
ating from Stephen F. Austin. 
He moved to Kilgore Junior 
High the following year. During 
his first season at Kilgore he 
coached football, basketball, and 
track. 

Kilgore High School moved 
him up as head basketball coach 
in 1938. He was head basket¬ 
ball and assistant football coach 
until 1942 when the head foot¬ 
ball coaching duties were add¬ 
ed. He was head coach in both 
sports in 1942, 1943, and 1944. 


Coached Hallmark Brothers 

From 1939 through 1944 his 
basketball teams won the dis¬ 
trict title every season. 

His football teams also com¬ 
piled enviable records during 
this period—a period he often 
refers to as the Hallmark Era, 
because of the athletic ability 
of the Hallmark brothers who 
played for him at that time. One 
of the brothers, Babe Hallmark, 
is still helping Wagstaff com¬ 
pile winning records, this time 
as assistant coach. 

His fine record at Kilgore won 
him the job as head basketball 
coach and assistant football 
coach of Tyler High in 1945. He 
moved up to TJC to take over 
the basketball reins in 1946, and 
inaugurated football at Apache- 
land the following year. 

The rest of it is history. 

His basketball teams have 
won the conference champion¬ 
ship every year except three 
times. His Apaches won the na¬ 
tional championship in 1949 and 


1951. 

They finished fourth in the 
nation in 1950, and sixth in 1948. 
The 1952-53 aggregation, the 
first Apache squad ever to lose 
a conference encounter won 26 
games and lost seven. 

Last year the Tribe wound 
up in 10th spot nationally and 
finished the season in a second 
place tie with Victoria in the 
Longhorn Conference.

Wagstaff has come a long way 
from the Shelby County farm 
boy to athletic director and head 
football coach of Tyler Junior 
College. 

Members of his tribe say they 
have found their chief one 
whom they can trust because 
of his loyalty and confidence.

1957-58 Basketball Squad 


Another of Coach Floyd Wag- 
staff’s boys returned last spring 
to work with him in the athletic 
department of Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege. 

Assistant Basketball Coach Herb 
Richardson returned after an ab¬ 
sence of eight years to take the 
basketball job at his alma mater. 

Back in ’48 Richardson was one 
of the leading athletic figures on 
the campus. He led the Apaches 
to the National Tournament that 
year while garnering all-American 
honors for himself. 

Richardson played two more 
years at the University of Hous¬ 
ton where he graduated in 1951. 

Upon graduation/ he was named 
head basketball coach at Mt. Pleas¬ 
ant High and guided his cagers to 
the regional playoffs in ’52 and to 
district honors in ’53. 

During the past three years 
Richardson has been head coach at 
Van High School where he won 
the district title in ’54. 

Richardson was added to the 
athletic staff in order to give Wag¬ 
staff more time to rdbruit pros¬ 
pects for TJC and to assist Wag¬ 
staff with Apacheland's expanding 
athletic program. 

Richardson besides coaching bas¬ 
ketball is in charge of the new 
physical education program insti¬ 
tuted for freshmen this year. 

The P.E. classes meet twice 
weekly on Mondays and Wednes¬ 
days and on Tuesdays and Thurs¬ 
days under the watchful eye of 
Richardson. 

Coach Richardson said he has 
five classes and a total of 156 boys. 

<: Our plan is to acquaint every¬ 
one with as many different sports 
as possible,” he added. 


Preparing for the upcoming bas¬ 
ketball season, Richardson has his 
cage squad out on the floor every 
afternoon putting them through 
their paces. 

As to returning to coach at his 
alma mater, “I feel as if I were re¬ 
turning home,” Richardson said.

Memories Of First Grid Squad 
Will Be Keen During Homecoming

Memories of the first 11-man 
football team to play a 10-game 
schedule will be keen when they 
return for special honors Home¬ 
coming. 

Each will have his own story 
to weave between the lines of 
this summary: 

In 1946 Coach Floyd Wagstaff 
got word to start recruiting boys 
for the first TJC football team 
to enter a 10-game schedule. 

By the opening day of practice 
he had 115 boys in uniform. After 
a few weeks, they began drop¬ 
ping out, and he ended the season 
with 50 squadmen. 

Facilities were not so good 10 
years ago. The boys dressed at 
the high school and rode buses 
out to workout because the col¬ 
lege had no place to suit out. 

Coach Wagstaff’s ’47 Apaches 
ran the single and double wing 


formations and won 10 straight 
games. In the same year the Tex¬ 
as Rose Bowl was formed here 
and Tyler played Compton, Calif. 
They were defeated for the first 
time that season, 20-19. 

The starting line-up for that 
year was Bill Johnson at center 
(now coach for the San Francisco 
49ers); Guards Bobby Beals (San 
Antonio) and Jesse Boles (coach 
at Victoria High), Tackles Charles 
Quilter (pro ball in Canada), Dan 
Tells (coach at Port Neches). 

Ends Rupert Trase (Donni, 
Tex.), Eugene Leach (Waco) 
Quarterback Jim Drake (Texas 
City), Fullback Rollin Frase 
(Donni), Wing Back Les Taylor 
(Lufkin) and* Blocking Back 
Owen (Duncan, Okla.).

Apache Cagers 
Work Five Days 

The last day of basketball 
workouts each week means a 
scrimmage between the “shirts 
and skins” for Apache hoopsters. 

Coach Herb Richardson divides 
the boys in teams of two and of¬ 
ficiates while the game is under¬ 
way. The clock and scoreboard 
is run so there will be no doubt 
in anyone’s mind who wins. 

During gametime, Coach Rich¬ 
ardson substitutes freely in order 
to find the best possible work¬ 
ing system of boys. Jerseys are 
used to distinguish teams of dif¬ 
ferent sides. As a player, you are 
either on the “shirts” or on the 
“skins.” 

.At the start of the season, 21 
boys reported for Apache train¬ 
ing. Since then two have dropped 
from the roster and the squad 
now has 19. 

The squad resumed full five- 
day workouts last week in order 
to get ready for the strong opposi¬ 
tion awaiting them this season. 

Basketball has been underway 
since Sept. 9, under the super¬ 
vision of Richardson. Coach Floyd 
Wagstaff will resume his basket¬ 
ball duties as ' coach immediately 
at the close of football season. 

Richardson allots the lat+or part 
of each week to a scrimmage 
game. The first three days are 
spent in fundamentals on learn¬ 
ing to handle and pass the ball. 
The squad has a chance to work 
out any individual improvements 
that need to be made. 

All players are required to be 
suited up and ready to go before 
3 p.m. each afternoon. Workouts 
begin promptly and continue two 
or more hours.

Bill Dozier Speaks 
To Journalism Class ; .. ) 

Only a small percentage of 
newspaper employes are in the 
editorial department (reporting). 
Bill Dozier, editor of the Tyler 
Courier - Times Morning Tele¬ 
graph, told the Mass Communica¬ 
tions class last week. 

Dozier listed several occupa¬ 
tions possible for BBA majors in¬ 
terested in newspaper work, but 
not writing. 

“If one chooses reporting, how¬ 
ever, he should never forget that 
this first duty is to the public. It 
is his responsibility to accurately 
bring federal, state, and local news 
to the reader,” he said. 

He discussed the newspaper’s 
double function of reporting and 
interpreting the news, but stressed 
the necessity of keeping factual 
reports and interpretative com¬ 
ments separate. 

Good reporting is more than 
a mechanical process, he said. The 
good reporter must be dedicated 
to serving his reader. 

He said too that journalism cov¬ 
ers a much broader range than 
simply newspaper work. Ad¬ 
vertising, magazines, radio, and 
TV are also members of the fami¬ 
ly. 

He gave the class pamphlets 
“Choosing a Career in Journal¬ 
ism,” and “Career Opportunities 
in the Daily Newspaper Business” 
showing opportunities in the 
various occupations. 

The newspaper needs those 
whose interest lie in business or 
office management: general man¬ 
ager, business manager, comp¬ 
troller, auditor, cashier, purchas¬ 
ing agent, credit manager, person¬ 
nel manager, promotion manager, 
and production manager.
